Anthony Bate (1927-2012) 


Anthony Bate was a popular and well-known actor whose 
career spanned five decades of stage, television and film. He was 
probably best known for his role as Oliver Lacon in the BBC 
television adaptation of “Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy: In addition he 
performed in many TV dramas, including The Avengers, Prime 
Suspect, Silent Witness, Midsomer Murders, and Poirot. His most

Tony had a passion for collecting Chinese snuff bottles which he 
shared with his beloved wife, Diana.
